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MARKET  REVIEW 

The  first  half  of  1965  marked  a  period  of  relative  price  stability  in  the 
United  States  sugar  market.  Distributiondata  suggests  that  consumption 
has  been  about  in. line  with  expectations  . 

Deliveries  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  for  U.  S.  consumption 
totaled  4,073,000  tons  through  June  12.  It  would  appear  that  since  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year  users  have  been  reducing  stocks  slightly  from 
the  high  level  which  prevailed  about  the  turn  of  the  year  in  anticipation 
of  the  water  front  strike.  Both  April  and  May  deliveries  were  about 
25,000  tons  less  than  might  have  been  expected  if  no  stock  reduction 
had  taken  place  and  deliveries  during  the  first  12  days  of  June  would 
appear  to  be  about  20,000  tons  below  the  rate  of  consumption. 

Deliveries  during  the  balance  of  June  are  expected  to  be  at  an  increased 
rate  with  warmer  weather  increasing  demand  although  stocks  at  the 
secondary  level  may  continue  to  fall  slightly  during  the  balance  of  June. 

The  preliminary  report  of  cane  sugar  refiners  1  stocks  at  the  end  of  May 
totaled  766,000  tons,  About  75,  000  tons  of  "this  total  consisted  of  a  com- 
bination of  mainland  cane 'sugar  not  yet  charged  to  quota  and  quota- 
exempt  sugar  not  yet  delivered.  Accordingly,  refiners  quota  stocks  at 
the  end  of  May  were  at  about  the  same  level  as  year  end  1964  slightly 
less  than  700,000  tons.  Cane  refiners  receipts  of  quota  sugar  exceeded 
their  deliveries  of  2 ,  522,000  tons  by  only  the  small  quantity  which  rep- 
resents losses  in  the  refining  process. 

Beet  sugar  stocks  at  the  end  of  May  totaled  1,477,000  tons  as  compared 
to  1,116,000  tons  at  the  end  of  May  1964  and  a  five  year  average  of 
879,000  for  the  end  of  May  stocks  during  1959-63.  Deliveries  of  beet 
sugar  during  January-May  1965  totaled  1,105,000  tons,  the  largest 
marketings  of  record  for  that  period.  The  previous  high  was  during 
January-May  1963  when  1,035,000  tons  of  beet  sugar  were  delivered 
and  calendar  year  deliveries  totaled  2,965,000  tons.  Through  May  beet 
sugar  deliveries  were  mainly  confined  to  the  normal  marketing  area. 

The  spot  price  for  domestic  raw  sugar  that  had  been  at  6.75  cents  per 
pound  from  June  3  through  June  17  declined  to  6.70  cents  on  June  18 
and  to  6.67  cents  on  the  next  trading  day,    June  21.    From   January  1 
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through  June  21,  the  average  was  6.71  cents  per  pound.  The  range  for 
the  year  has  been  between  a  high  of  6 . 90  cents  and  a  low  of  6155 
cents  or  about  5  percent. 

World  raws  reached  a  new  low  for  the  year  of  1.88  cents  on  June  21, 
the  lowest  quotation  since  1941.  The  high  for  the  year  was  2.91  cents 
on  March  17  and  the  average  spot  price  from  January  1  through  June  21 
was  2»36  cents  per  pound.  On  a  comparable  basis,  the  world  spot  price 
for  raw  sugar  through  June  21  averaged  3.37  cents  below  the  domestic 
price . 

The     advance     in     refined     sugar     prices     in    the       Chicago-  "West 
territory  which  was  to  have  become  effective  May  24  was  rescinded 
and  refined  cane  and  beet  sugar  continue  at  9.35  and  9.15  cents.  As 
of  June   21  the 'following  quotations  were  in  effect:

Puerto  Rican  sugar  production  through  June  13,  196  5  totaled  about 
880,000  tons,  raw  value,  as  compared  to  972,  000  tons  at  the  same  time 
last  year.  An  additional  17,000  tons  was  produced  in  1964  and  the 
total  for  the  crop  year  was  989  >  000  tons  raw  value. 

Sugar  production  through  June  12,  1965  in  Hawaii  totaled  497,000  tons, 
raw  value,  or  43  percent  of  the  present  crop  year  estimate  of  1,150,000 
tons.  At  the  same  time  last  year  production  was  554,000  tons  or 

47  percent  of  the  crop  year  total  of  1,179,000  tons.  As  of  June  13,  1965 
production  totaled  41 1 , 000  tons  or  only  37  percent  of  the  crop  year  total 
of  1, 101,000  tons .

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STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 
HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  May  1965  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption 
839,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  up  about  83,000  tons  from 
April  1965  and  up  75,000  tons  from  May  1964.  January -May  196  5 
deliveries  3,730,000  short  tons ,  raw  value ,  up  313,000  tons  from 
January-May  1964.  Final  data  for  April  1965  deliveries  756,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  -  previously  published  preliminary  as  770,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  May  29,  1965  were  2 ,  410  ,  73 1  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  226,000  tons  from  a  year  ago,  and 
down  79,  000  tons  from  April  30,  196  5.  During  April  refiners'  stocks  in- 
creased 44,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased  83,000  tons, 
mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  decreased  by  32,000  tons  and. im- 
porters of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks  decreased  about  8,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  May  31,  1965  were  5,501,613  short 
tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  3,698,831  tons  to  be  supplied 
within  the  9,200,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally ,    January- April  deliveries,    1965  as  compared  to  1964, 
were  up  in  3  of  the  5  regions :  Increases  --  North  Central  24.4  percent, 
West  9.5  percent,  South  4.5  percent.    Decreases  --  New  England  down 
5.9  percent,  Middle  Atlantic  down  1.9  percent. 

5.  First  quarter  1965  sugar  deliveries  were  larger  to  5  of  the  seven 
industrial  user  groups  than  for  the  same  1964  quarter,  and  also  larger 
to  two  of  the  four  non-industrial  user  groups.  To  industrial  buyers  the 
national  increase  was  15.9  percent  and  to  non-industrial  buyers  5.6 
percent.  Corn  refiners'  total  domestic  shipments  of  corn  sirup  and 
dextrose  during  the  first  quarter  of  1965  were  about  the  same  as  during 
the  first  quarter  1964.
